HODCARRIERS IN COUNCIL.

Kansas City, Mo.. Dec. 13.—[Speciai ]J— 
William A. Lossie, delegate to the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor convention from 
Owensboro, Ky., today gave his name to 
a resolution, which, after whereasing that 
woman is jineapabie of manual labor without 
injury to herself and.unborn generations, 
demanded that the United States govern- 
ment immediately remove all women in its 
employment and thereby inaugurate a prece- 
dent for she removal of woman from the 
every day walks of life and relegate them 
to the home. | 

The Committee on Resolutions reported 
ynfavorably on the proposition, but a nume 
ber of the delegates took advantage of the 
opportunity to discuss the economic evils 
ef the present competitive wage system. 
Mr. Lossie alone took himself seriousiy, 
put, nevertheless, the best debate of the 


- eonvention so far was precipitated by his 


resolution. 
Delegate W. D. Mahon. from the street 


railway employés, submitted for further 
action a resolution demanding that women 
and men shall be paid alike for the same 
kind of government work. The convention 
disposed of a few resolutions and received 
for consideration a bushel basketful of new 
business.

If the reply be unfavorable to the 
intent of the foregoing the council is hereby em- 
powered to resubmit the above to a vote of the 
referendum or to enforce the law.

IS UNMUZZLED.

Silver Leader Bids Farewell 
to His Men; Opens Fight 
on Expansion. 


SEES DANGER IN POLICY. 


Says the Foundation Principles 
of the Government Are 
Assaulted. 


FAVORS SIGNING TREATY, 


Savannah, Ga., Dec. 13.—[Special. ]—Colo- 
nel William Jennings Bryan-bade good-by to 
his regiment, the Third Nebraska, tonight, 
and left for Washington at midnight. * 

He will not attend the Atlanta peace jubi- 
lee celebration. Neither will Colonel Bryan 
be here to pass in review before President 
William McKinley at the head of the Third 
Nebraska. 

Colonel Bryan gave out a statement today 
with regard to his future work, which indi- 


“cates that he will remain in national politics 


right along. Tonight all of his men were 
gathered around him and he made them a 
brief address of good-by, speaking of the 
pleasant aspirations and his regret upon 
leaving them. 

He shook hands with every man in the 
regiment tonight. and there were no few 
tears shed on the part of some of the boys, 
who were much attached to him. 

Colonel Bryan said in a short interview to- 
night: ‘* My reason for leaving the army was 
set forth in my letter to the Agjutant Gen- 
eral tendering my resignation. Now that the 
treaty of peace has been concluded, I believe 
that I can be more use to my country asa 
civilian than as a soldier.”’ 

Colonel Bryan then proceeded to the dis- 
cussion of public questions, saying: ‘‘ The 
people of the United States having rescued 
Cuba from foreign control may now resume 
the discussion of the domestic problems 
which confront this nation and to the con- 
sideration of the new. questions arising out 
of the war. 

Declares Nation in Peril. 

“IT may bein error, but in my judgment our 
nation is in greater danger just now than 
Cuba. Our people defended Cuba against 
foreign arms, now they must defend them- 
selves and their country against a foreigm 
idea, the colonial idea of European nations. 
Heretofore greed has perverted the govern- 
ment and used its instrumentalities for pri- 
vate gain, but now the foundation principles 
of our government are assaulted. 

** The imperialistic idea is directly antagon- 
istic to the idea and ideals which have been 
cherished by the American people since the 
signing of the Declaration of Independence. 
Our nation must give up any intention of en- 
tering upon a colonial policy (such as is now 
pursued by European countries) or it*must 
abandon the doctrine that governments de- 
rive their just powers from the consent of 
the governed. We may believe that govern- 
ments come down to the people from those 
who possess the heaviest cannons and the 
largest ships, but we cannot advocate both 
doctrines. Tu borrow a Bible expression, 
‘“‘a house divided against itself. cannot 
stand.”” Paraphrasing Lincoln's declaration 
I add that this nation cannot endure half 
republican and half colony. Half free and 
half vassal. Our form of government, our 
traditions, our present interests, and our 
future welfare all forbid our entering upon 
a career of conquest. 

** Jefferson has been quoted in support of 
imperialism, but our opponents must dis- 
tinguish between imperialism and expan- 
sion; they must also distinguish between 
expansion in the Western Hemisphere and 
an expansion that involes us in the quar- 
rels of Europe and the Orient. They must 
still further distinguish between expansion 
which secures contiguous territory for fu- 
ture settlement and expansion which se- 
cures us allen races for future subjugation. 

** Jefferson favored the annexation of nec- 
essary contiguous territory on the North 
American continent, but he was opposed to 
wars of conquest, and expressly condemned 
the acquiring of remote territory.” 

When asked how the colonial policy could 
be prevented, Colonel Bryan said: ‘* Some 
think that the fight should be made against 
the ratification of the treaty, but I would 
prefer another plan. If the treaty is re- 
jected negotiation must be renewed, and in- 
stead of settling the question according to 
our own ideas we must settle it by diplomacy, 
with the possibility of international com- 
plications. it will be easier, I think, to end 
the war at once by ratifying the treaty and 
then deal with the subject in our own way. 
The issue can be presented dfrectly by a 
resolution of Congress declaring the policy 
of the nation upon this subject. The Presi- 
dent says in his message that our only pur- 
pose in taking possession of Cuba is to estab- 
lish a stable government; then turn that 
government over to the people of Cuba. 
Congress could reaffirm this purpose in re- 
gard to Cuba and assert the same purpose 
in regard to the Philippine Isalnds and 
Porto Rico. Such a resolution would make 
a clear-cut issue between the doctrine of 
self-government and the doctrine of im- 
perialism. We should reserve a harbor and 
coaling station in Porto Rico and the Phil- 
ippines in return for services rendered, and 
I-think we would be justified in asking the 
same concession from Cuba. 

Willing to A1inex Porto Rico. 

‘© In the case of Porto Rico, whert the peo- 
ple have as yet expressed no desire for an 
independent government, we‘*might, with 
propriety, declare our willingness to annex 
the iskand if the citizens desire annexation, 
but the Philippine Islands are too far away 
and their people too different from ours to 
be annexed to the United States, even if 
they desired it.’’ 

Colonel ‘Bryan leaves Savannah tonight 
‘for Washington, D. C., and will arrive there 
‘Wednesday afternoon. He intends to en- 
ter actively into the fight against the 
colonial policy. In fact, it is evident this 
‘was the main cause that led to his resigna- 


tion.

GREAT FLEET OF 


LAKE’VESSELS ARE 
CAUGHT IN THE ICE. 


Detroit River and St. Clair Canal and 
Flats Full of Craft Grinding to Pieces 


in the Floating Icebergs—Ferries to 
the Rescue. 


Detroit, Mich., Dec. 13.—[Specia!.]—A great 
fleet of vessels has been stuck in the ice at 
the mouth of the Detroit River and vicinity 
for the last five or six days. 

Today the Detroit ferries, engaged by the 
Lake Carriers’ association, succeeded in re- 
leasing ten or twelve of the vessels. The 
value of the vessels imprisoned-is estimated 
at $2,500,000, and should the zero weather 
prevailing now continue these vessels may 
be compelled to winter in the ice. 


The Detroit River here has been filled with . 


running ice, which, caught by the swift cur- 
rents below the Lime Kiln crossings, was 
piled up, forming icebergs that froze into 
solid winrows below. 

Up-bound vessels were stopped and pushed 
aground on the shoals, and at present sev- 
eral are stuck fast, with the ice crowding 
them still further uponthereefs. The list of 
imperiled vessels includes the following: 

St. Paul, Nebraska, Northern Light, 8. 8. 
Curry, John T. Eddy, Hiawatha, Iroquois 
and lumber barges, George Stone, Owego, 
A. D. Thompson and two whalebacks, Re- 
public, Northern Queen, Aurania, Marcia, 
Masaba. Armour. Mical, Viking, Tacoma, 
Brazil, Rappahannock, and Appomattox. 

Those released today by the ferries are: 
S. R. Kirby, Hartrell, Tioga, Fayette Brown, 
Aztec. Parne!!, Grecian, Walhula, Carring- 
ton, Niagara, and Roby. 

The sight which meets one from Amherst- 
burg and the upper end of the lake is that 
of a great fleet held fast In the grasp of the 
aretic frozen ocean. 7? 

All kinds and descriptions of craft are 
lying helplessly in the tee. Many of them 
have been whirled and buffeted by the win- 
rows, some are listed heavily, while others 
have been forced aground, All of them are 
completely covered with ice. 

The whaleback A. D. Thompson and two. 
tows is stuck fast. 

The Aurania is also on the rocks and 
should the wind shift to the northeast the 
ice which surrounds it will grind the vessel 
up on the bottom. 

The package freighter Northern Queer 
was forced ashore off Bar Point. The small 
bergs struck it forward and aft with such 
force as to make steering next to an Im- 
possibility. As it approached Bar Point its 
propeller broke on some of the great cakes 
and made it more helpless than ever. It 
was pushed and whirled down the current 
and out of the channel until itlanded with 
great force on the shoal. The forward com- 


partment waAs stove in and water flowed in in 


a greatstream. Every pump was called into 
service, and laie yesterday afternoon they 
had succeeded in keeping the water under 
control. In the meantime the ice had con- 
tinued to pile against it, making escape the 
more impossibie, and shoving the ship far- 
ther upon the shoal. 

A large fleet In Lake St. Clair is also stuck 
in the ice, but a few above Belle Isle suc- 
ceeded in passing down. They did not try 
to pass the Lime Kiln tenight. The iceisa 
solid mass. above the lightship,y and un- 
known vessels imbedded in the fleld are 
moving with the ice towards the south shore, 
causing much alarm among vesselmen. The 
sieamer Sapho of Detroit was fitted out tvo- 
night and started for the iake. There is a 
large fleet held up above the government 
canal at Marine City. 


SURGEON BLAMES GEN. BROOKE 


Lieutenant Colonel Hartsuff Testifies 
Before War Board as to State of Af- 
fairs at Camp Thomas. 


Washington, D.'C., Dee. 13.—Lieutenant 
Colonel Hartsuff, chief surgeon at Camp 
Thomas, Chickamauga, under ‘General 
Lsrooke, was today recalled before the War 
Inquiry board and testified that the suppiies 
on hand there were meager. He weni to 
that camp April 25 and at the beginning 
calied for supplies in bulk, but they were not 
sent. He said there was no provision at ail 
in advance for a large body of troops there 
and that there was no hospital furniture 
with the first supplies received. 

** Were the various regiments that arrived 
supplied with such medicines as they needed 
in such quantities as were wanted?’ Dr. 
Connor asked. 

**In no instance,”’ was the reply. 

Witness said because of the deficiency sup- 


plies had to be peddled out scantily, giving 


only just enough to last from day to day. 
He said there were instances in which his 
recommendations were disregarded by the 
commanding ®General. He said all his 
recommendations as to sanitary matiers 
were practically only paper manifescs, and 
that evils complained of were not eradicated. 

The responsibility for the unsanitary con- 


dition of the Chickamauga camp rested on, 


higher shoulders than the medical depart- 
ment, that that department had used every 
effort, but he was reluctant to name General 
Brooke, who was in command, as respensi- 
ble, though not hesitating to say his reports 
and recommendations repeatedly were un- 
availing. 

In generai terms witness said the whole 
organization of the hospitals in camp was 
wrong, and he had reported his opinion to 
General Brooke, but did not think it worth 
while to burden the Surgeon General with a 
report, as he understood General Sternberg 
was occupied other matters.

Purpose of J. J. Mitchell's 
Trip to New York Said to 
Be to Sell the Road. — 


STOCKS TAKE A J UMP. 


Rise in Missouri Pacifie Causes 
Beliet Goulds Will Secure 
Former Line. 


S00'S CUT WILL BE MET. 


President J. J. Mitchell of the Illinois 
‘Trust and Savings Bank left for New York 
yesterday. His trip, it is understood, is for 
the purpose of negotiating the sale of the 
Chicago and Alton to either the Goulds or 
the Vanderbilts, as outlinedin THE TRIBUNE 
in the morning. The genera! opinicn is that 
the Goulds will secure this valuable prop- 
erty and make it a part of the Missouri Pa- 
cifle system. The Morgan-Vanderbilt syn- 
dicate, It is claimed, has joined hands with 
George Gould, as it would be to their advan- “ 
tage to unite the Alton and Missouri Pacific 
Systems and make both contributory to Van- 


_derbilt lines east from Chicago and St. 


Louis. Both Missouri Pacific and Alton 
stock have taken a big jump during the last 
few days, and the proposed deal is said to be 
the cause of it. 

Opposition from the merchants of Bloom- 
ington and other cities along ihe line of the 
Chicago and. Alton road is said to be respon- 
sible for the abandonment of a commercial 
excursion which the road was to run to (hi- 
cago, but which, according to the Alton of- 
ficials, had not yet been advertised. 


Complaint Not a New One. 

Merchants in the towns along the Alton for 
a long time have complained that excursjon 
tickets to Chicago, St. Louis, and Kansas 
City, sold by the Alton, were diverting trade 
from the country merchants. The assertion 
was made that tickets sold late Saturday 
afternoon and not good, ostensibly, after 
Sunday at midnight, were disposed of to 
scalpers or redeemed by the road when the 
purchasers remained in the city over night 
to make pureheses on Monday. A protest 
to this effect was made by Bloomington men 
not long ago. 

The Alton road has done an immense busi- 
ness with these excursions. Tickets were 
sold at points within 240 miles of Chicago, 
St. Louis, or Kansas City in time to enable 
purchasers to attend the theaters on Sunday 
night and limited to Sunday at midnight. 
According to General Passenger Agent 
Chariton of the Alton there is no intention 
to abandon these excursions, as has been re- 
ported. 

“The Alton never has run a commercial 
excursion, and I don't believe it ever will,’’ 
Mr. Charlton said. “The excursions are 
largely for the benefit of commercial! travel- 
ers Who want to spend Sunddy in the city. 
The people of Bloomington haven't anything 
to complain of. The Alton road built the 
town, and if the road were to take its shops 
from there there wouldn't be any town left.”’ 


Threatened Boycott Declared Off. 

The threatened boycott of the Chicago 
Great Western by the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé and the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific railways will not be carried into ef- 
fect. A treaty of peace between the roads 
in the Western Trunk Line committee and 
the Chicago Great Western practically has 
been concluded. The executtve officers and 


genera! traffic officials of the various roads 


interested held a meeting and an agreement 
that is mutually satisfactory was arrived 
at. All agreed the existing demoralization 
in rates between Chicago and the Missouri 
River was causing great loss of revenue to 
all the roads, including the Chicago Great 
Western. The principal! bone of contention 
was the individual tariff issued monthly by 
the Great Western at reduced rates and the 
withdrawal of this road from the Western 
Railroad Weighing Association and Inspec- 
tion bureau.

None of these members of the House who 
entered the military service has partici- 
pated im the proceedings singe the session 
convened, either to introduc® bills or vote 
upon roll call, but last Saturday night Gen- 
eral Wheeler attended the Democratic 
caucus. 

As nore but Democratic members of Con- 
gress are members of the Democraiic 
caucus, Mr. Bailey says this raises the pre- 
sumption that Generab Wheeler contem- 
plates resuming his seat in the House. 

Concerning the question at issue Mr. 
Bailey made the following statement today: 
, ‘I am simply insisting upon an obedience 
to one of the plaines: provisions of the con- 
stitution. Sec. 6 of Art. 1 declares: ‘ That 
no person holding any office under the 
United States shal) be a member of either 
House during his continuance in office.’ 

‘The constitutional provision is not only as 
plain as the English language can make it, 
but this question has been expressly decided 
twice, and unanimously decided the same 
wav on both occasions. 

‘‘T should regret to feel compelled to raise 
the question against any colleague, and I 
would especially regret to be compelled to 
raise it against General Wheeler, but how- 
ever much I may regret the necessity of 
doing so, I will raise it whenever any man 
attempts to assert his right as a member of 
the House after having accepted an office 
under the United States.” ry 


IRELAND’S SERMON ON GARCIA. 


Archbishop Pays Eloquent Tribute to 
High Motives Actuating Cuban 
Patriot’s Actions. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 13.—Archbishop 
Ireland, in his sermon at St. Patrick's church 
én the subject of General Garcia's career, 


‘* His objects were civil and political free- 
dom for Cuba. He sought these ideals with 
absolute sincerity and disinterestedness. 
Undcr this same principle we must judge all 
men, and urder such principles, does God 
judge them. 

“The eyes of the Most High rested with 
complacency upon soldicrs in different 
camps, for in different camps soldiers did 
their duty as they understood duty. The 
soldiers of Cuba fought fora noble principle, 
the betterment of that country; the soldiers 
of Spain fought from devotion to Spain and 
loyalty to their government; the soidiers of 
America obeyed duty in obeying their coun- 
try and following out its high purposes. 

‘It is in such spirit as this at such a 
solemn time as this that we must look upon 
the history of battlefields and accept the 
judgment of the God of battles as tt is meted 
out to the nations who have deferred to the 
arbitrament of the sword. 

‘‘Now war is closed, let peace and friend- 
ship enter into our souls and reign between 
America and Cuba, between America, Cuba, 
and Spain. Let there be upon us the peace 
of God, made manifest among men. 

‘There arise before us new responsibili- 
ties for America and new responsibilities for 
Cuba. For the latter there opens the vista 
of liberty to the Cubans to show what they 
are, to develop their own talents and the re- 
sources of their country. If they fail the 
fault is theirs. 

‘‘ The friendship and the aid and the insti- 
tutions of America are pledged to Cuba, and 
she must prosper if she profits by all her op- 
portunities,’’

The Belgian Minister of Finance has introduced 
measures to settle the vexed question of col- 
lecting ad valorem custom duties. Hitherto the 
custom department has enjoyed the right of pur- 
chasing at declared values any merchandise which 
the department may consider flagrantly under- 
valued. The Minister now propses to abolish this 
perogative, and to settle disputes by a commission 
of five experts, two chosen by the government and 
one each by the Chambers of Commerce of Lrus- 
sels, Grand, and Liege. 

The cruelty at Enfield Workhouse Schools ap- 
pears to have been even worse than at first re- 
ported. It was bad enough to hear that the 
schoolmaster, after caning a boy, had rammed the 
cane down the boy’s mouth to stop his crying, and 
seriously injured the back of his throat. But the 
account given by Mrs. Macy, one of the guardians, 
of her visit to the schools shows that this par- 
ticular piece of brutality was only a type of the 

ordinary state of things. In the presence of the 

superintendents she examined the bays, and they 
described the kind of punishments to which they 
were accustomed. They had to kneel, to shut 
their eyes, to hold their hands over their heads, to 
keep their mouths open, and to stand on one leg 
for a long time. When she asked who had been 
caned they all held up their hands.

CARNEGIE’S LETTER. 


Nebraska Statesman, Speaking on Ad- 
ministration ‘‘Open Door’’ Policy, 
Says It Will Not Necessarily Give 


_ European Countries Advantages. 


New York, Dec. 13.—[Special.]—A dispatch 
to the World from Washington says in dis- 
cussing Andrew Carnegie’s letter concerning 
the proposed * open door ’”’ policy of the ad- 
ministration, Senator John M. Thurston of 
Nebraska said: ‘‘ I notice Mr. Carnegie says 
that this open trade policy will be of no 
especial commercial benefit to the United 
States, for the reason that the islands are 
far more accessible to European nations than 
they are to the United States. England has 
always maintained her trade with all parts 
of the world without any regard to distance. 

** Beyond all the situation is this: Having 
taken possession of the Philippines, not by 
choice but as one of the steps that led toa 
speedy and decisive victory over Spain, can 
we, in natural justice, turn the islands back 
to Spain’? We must either do the one thing 
or the other. 1 am satisfied to trust their 
future destiny to the good sense of the Amer- 
ican people. If they become a burden rather 
than a blessing we could set them up in 
independence, or otherwise dispose of them, 
without sacrificing the liberties of other 
peoples and without doing discredit to the 
American name.”

'MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LEPTER 


The deed was com-.

Much unnecessary fear has been expressed? 
in the European press, and likewise in the 
cable dispatches published in American 
newspapers, with regard to the alleged com- 
plications q@hich it was declared were cer- 
tain to be caused by the death of the hered- 
Atary Grand Duke of Luxemburg, who has 
just been laid low by a stroke of apoplexy. 
The P¥ince in question is an only son, and 
has no male issue, but only three daughters. 

The fact was recalled to mind that when 

the King of Holland, who was likewise 
Grand Duke of Luxemburg, diedeight years 
ago, a dynastic separation took place be- 
tween the up-to-the-time united kingdom 
of Holland and the Grand Duchy, and, while 
the former passed into the. possession of 
Queen Wilhelmina, the Grand Duchy was 
imherited by the next male relative of her 
father’s family, old Duke Adoiphus of Nas- 
sau. 
On the strength of this it was assumed 
that the Salic law prevailed in the Duchy of 
Luxemburg, and that females were consti- 
tutionally barred from succession to the 
Grand Ducal throne. 

This, however, is not the case. The laws 
of succession provide that the Princesses of 
the House of Nassau ang of Orange shall 
always have priority in the succession even 
over Princesses less remotely related than 
themselyes to the sovereign of Luxemburg. 
But the constitution goes on to decree that 
whenever there is no male scion of the reign- 
ing house then the succession passes to the 
Princesses in order of primogenature. 

That is to say, if the hereditary Grand 
Duke of Luxemburg dies of his present ill- 
ness—he may have breathed his last ere this 
appears in print—it is his eldest daughter, 
Princess Marie, now 4 years old, who will 
become heir apparent to the throne, and on 
the death of her grandfather, the aged 
Grand Duke Adolph, she will succeed as 
Grand Duchess of Luxemburg in her own 
right. 

From this it will be seen that all specul4- 
tions as to the ownership of the Grand Duchy 
in the event of the present ruler and his 
stricken son passing over to the majority 
are entirely groundless, and that no appre- 
hensions need be entertained of any revival 
of the Luxemburg controversy of 1869, 
which brought Germany and France to the 
brink of war two full years before the 
actual rupture of peace. 

Luxemburg occupies so strategically im- 
portant a position midway between Germany 
and France that neither nation can tolerate 
it in the possession of the other, and the 
controversy of 1868 was caused by the project 
of King William of Holland to sell the 
Grand Duchy to Germany. 

The hereditary Grand Duke, now laid low 
by apoplexy, is an exceedingly stout, short, 
thick-necked, full-blooded man of some 
mh) years of age, who, during thé quarter of 
a century that he made his home at Vienna 
and served up to the rank of General in the 
Austrian army, achieved a celebrity for 
high and fast living. 

In 1893, although a Protestant, he mar- 
ried’ the ultra Catholic daughter of the 
late ex-King Miguel of Portugal, and sister 
of, the present Duke Miguel of Braganza, 
who occupies much the same position with 
regard to the throne of Portugal as that of 
Don Carlos towards the crown of Spain. 

Like his father, he is enormously rich, his 
own personal fortune being estimated at 
some $20,000,000. As in the case of several 
other of the royal fortunes of Europe, it 
‘owes its origin to the gambling table, the 
Grand Duke of Luxemburg having as a 
sovereign Duke of Nassau until 1866 (when 
Nassau was annexed by Prussia), derived 
quite as large a revenue from the public 
gambling tables of Wiesbaden, his capital, 
as the Prince of Monaco does today from 
the gambling tables of Monte Carlo. : 

The old Grand Duke, who is now consid- 
erably over SQ years of age, is almust 
stone blind and in extremely feeble health. 
In his day he was the most famous four-in- 
hand whip in Europe. ‘ 

He has an only brother, Prince Nicholas of 
Nassau. But the latter renounced hisrights 
of succession to the throne of Luxemburg 
owing to his morganatic marriage with the 
mother of his illegitimate children. One of 
the latter is that Countess of Merenberg for 
wedding whom the Grand Duke Michael of 
Russia has been banished from the domin- 


fons of the Czar. 


The Vienna court is about to be deprived 
of one of its most picturesque features by 
the transfer of the so-called Hungarian 
body guard of the Emperor from the Aus- 
trian capital to Pesth. Formerly Francis 
Joseph made his headquarters at Vienna, 
and when he spent any time in Hungary it 
was generally at his chateau or palace of 
Godollo, near Pesth. 

But now that the Hungarian nation has 
rebuilt the Royal Palace at Buda-Pesth for 
him in superb style, and that he has set up 
a regular court there, arranging to divide 
his time henceforth between Vienna 
and® Pesth, it is only natural that the Hun- 
garian body guard, with its superb costumes, 
in which leopard skins and herons plumes 
play a prominent part, should be transferred 
to the Magyar capital and make its head- 
quarters there. 

From London comes the news of the im- 
pending retirement of Mr. Goschen from 
his position as First Lord of the Admiralty, 
and his elevation to the peerage as Lord 
Hawkhurst, the latter being the name of his 
country place in Sussex. 

He has been in poor health for some time 
past, having never thoroughly recovered 
from the shock which he sustained through 
the death of his wife, who was a remarka- 
bly clever woman and to whom he was 
deeply devoted. His eyesight is so bad asto 
render him almost blind, and he no longer 
possesses the strength or the elasticity to 
fulfill the duties of his office. 

His elevation to the House of Lords will 
serve to increase the number of peers of 
the realm who are of a Hebraic origin. The 
father of Mr. Goschen founded the welil- 
known German-Jewish banking house in 
London known as Frubling & Goschen, 
in which the present Lord of the Admiralty 
received his financial training, and of which 
he was a partner for many years. | 

It is not without interest to note that it 
was precisely this particular banking house 
which negotiated and placed upon the mar- 
ket. in Europe the first of those Egyptian. 
loans which led to the ruin of Egypt under 
Khedive Ismail. 

Mr. Goschen is a Jew and a German only 
in race. He was educated at Rugby, and at 
Oriel, Oxford, and entered Parliament when 
he was about 40 years of age. He has re- 
peatedly held office as Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, and, with the exception of Mr. 
Gladstone, is without a doubt the most able 
financier that has ever held ministerial of- 


fice in Great Britain during the present cen- 


tury. 
Indeed, it was a subject of considerable 


astonishment when Lord Salisbury con- 
structed the present Cabinet that Mr. 
Goschen should have been chosen for the 
Admiralty rather than for the exchequer. 
He has, however, proved an able naval ad- 
ministrator, and, inasmuch as one of the 
principal duties of a First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty is to know how to place before the 
ParMament the ever increasing naval esti- 
mates in such an attractive way asto secure 
the vote of the necessary credits, he has 
perhaps been the right man in the right 
place. 

Under any circumstances he has rendered 
such valuable services to the nation that 
he richly deserves a peerage, and it is more 
than probable that it will take the form 
of an Earldom rather than of a mere Barony. 
His eldest son is like himself in Parliament, 
is 32 years of age, and married to Lady 
Margaret, daughter of the old Earl of Cran- 
brook.

A Washington dispatch states that as the

VEST. VERSUS WEBSTER. 
Senator Vest made his speech on Mon- 
day against the acquisition of the Philip- 
pines. In the coufse of his retharks he 
stated that he had “the highest respect 
for the opinions 6f Daniel Webster ”’--. 
except when he and Webster do not agree. 
When that happens Vest looks on the “ ex- 
pounder of the conftitution ” as an ignora- 
mus. 

Fifty years ago |Mr. Webster made the 
deliberate and tive statement that a 
Territory while it temains in a Territorial 
condition is not ‘fa part of the United 
States’ and that | the constitution can- 
not be extended dver anything save the 
old States and the new States that shall 
come hereafter.” In other words, the term 
“United States" includes nothing save 
those States which! through their Senators 
and Representatives in Congres participate 
in the government} of the republic and in 


making “ needful tules and regulations 


for * the territory and other property of the 


United States.” 


The constitution! was framed with cer- 
tain reservations $f the rights of States 
and with certain limitations on the powers 
of the national government as regards the 
States. It was made by “ we, the people 
of the United Statés,”’—not of * the United 
States and ‘Territories ’—for the purpose 
among others of “jestablishing a more per- 
fect union” amo the people of the dif- 
ferent States. The eleven States which 
were represented ih the first Congress held 
under the constitution were at that time 
the only States enjoying the benefits of the 
union and entitled to claim rights guaran- 
teed by the constitution, Soon thereafte. 
the other two old States entered the union 
and since then thirty-two other States have 
been admitted. The moment that it came 
in its people could claim with truth that 
the power of Congre&s over them was de- 
fined and limited by the constitution. 

* The United States” has full, unlimited 
power to acquire territory. The Supreme 
Court has decidefl that territory can be 
acquired by conqnest or treaty. And the 


‘United States having acquired territory can 


govern it. The power is granted by the 
constitution in t authprization to Con- 
gress “‘to make} all needful rules and 
regulations respecting the territory or other 
property of the United States.” But if 
that power were hot given by the constitu- 
tion it would exist, for, as Chief Justice 
Marshall stated, the power to govern ter- 
ritory may be,deduced from the power to 
acquire it. 
But while there is this unbounded power 
to acquire territdry there is no provision 
in the constitution requiring the States 
in the union, to) take in new partners — 
to make States put of territory that has 
been acquited, d thus give the inhabi- 
tants of that tefritory an opportunity to 
claim the privileges guaranteed by the 
constitution to ‘|the people of the United 
States.” 
The “United . Kingdom” of Great 
Britain and Ireland does not feel that it 
is obliged to open the doors of Parlia- 
ment to representatives of India, Aus- 
tralia, Canada, South Africa, the West Iv- 
dia Islands, or the Straits Settlement, and 
give them a voice in determining how the 
home affairs of England, Scotland, Ireland, 
and Wales shall be managed. The United 
Kingdom rules India and other dependencies 
to whatever extent it deems advisable. It 
does not suffer them to rule the United 
Kingdom. 3 
The United States has acquired by con- 
quest, ratified by treaty and purchase, the 
* sovereignty ” of Spain over the thousand 
and one Philippine Islands with their 
population ef ten millions, more or less. 
It has acquired the fslands without viglat- 
ing the letter or the spirit of the consti- 
tution, But those islands are not “a part 
of the United States” and are not under 


to demand that the territory they occupy 
shall be erected/into a State. They have 
no right to demand anything because of any 
particular clause ithe constitution of the 
United States, | 
_ All that they are entitled to demand, while 
occupying their present status, is that Con- 
gress and the President shall give them 
what the civilized world will agree is a 
just, fair government. They should not be 
overtaxed. Their religion and their proper- 
ty should not be meddled with. They should 
be given as much local self-goyernment as 
they are fitted|for. All these things they 
will get, but ndt by virtue of any constitu- 
tional guarantees. 

Senator Vest may’ attack Daniel Web- 
ster’s opinion as much as he _ chooses. 
Senators Hoar and White may unite with 
him, but they cannot persuade the people 
that Webster |was wrong, and that the 
Philippines should not be acquired.

PREACHING YERKES-WORSHIP. 

The great mind of Mr. Samuel W. Aller- 
ton is seeking for an answer to the ques- 
tion: “ Why do not the people of the North 
Side worship Mr. Yerkes?” Mr. Allerton 
is a South-Sider and a large stockholder in 
the City railway company. He is not a 
friend of Mr. Yerkes, because that person 
came along “when the South Side was grow- 
ing up like green corn " and interfered with 


‘its progress and tbe profits of its traction 


company by taking possession of the North 
Side Street railroad, “ and building up that 
part of the city.” Mr. Ailerton is under 
the impression that the North Side is bloom- 
ing like a rose because of the disinterested 
labors of Mr. Yerkes. Therefore he won- 
ders why the people who live there do not 
erect altars and statues to Yerkes as the 
most beneficent divinity they know, 

These were the remarks of Mr. Allerton 
at the meeting of the Hamilton club day 
before yesterday. Five and a half years 
ago Mr. Allertoy committed the thoughtless 
act of running for Mayor and was beaten 
by 21,000 votes. Had he during the can- 
vass he made expressed to the people of the 
North and of the West Side that he was 
surprised they did not bow down in the 
house of the traction companies and worship 
Mr. Yerkes the anti-Allerton majority 
would have been measured by six figures 
instead of five. 

There have been people who have 
worshiped the infernal powers  be- 
cause they have believed that those 
evil deities could do them much more 
harm than the good gods could or 
would, and that therefore it was poiitic to 
be on the best possible terms with the for- 
mer by doing everything to placate them. 
That may be Mr. Allerton’s business idea 
of religion. If the North-Siders took that 
view of the case they would undoubtedly 
give Mr. Yerkes still more street privileges 
in the hope of appeasing him. For who has 
done them more harm than he has? ' 

He has taken possession of all their 
streets which are of any consequence, and 
has elbowed the rightful owners off from 
them. By collecting exorbitant fares he 
has taken from the people vast sums of 
money, no part of which has gone to the 
city, and the greater part of which has 
gone to pay 12 per cent dividends on stock, 
much of which is “ water.” Owing to the 
inability of the city to get its share of the 
net earnings of the road, the streets and 
alleys of the North Side are shamefully 
dirty. For the same reason the city has 
been unable to keep in repair the streets 
for the paving of which the property-owners 
have had to pay. Hence many of those 
thoroughfares are in an aimost impassable 
condition. 

The owners of the real estate abutting 
on the street car lines fee! themselves lucky 
if they can get 4 per cent out of their prop- 
perty over and above taxes yearly. They 
see Mr, Yerkes and the minor stockholders 
of the North Side road pocketing annually 

= per cent dividends on watered stock. 
These property-owners are not ignorant of 
the fact that such dividends are paid be- 
cause the traction company occupies rent 
free city land in’ the shape of streets. They 
compare their 4 per cent or 3 per cent divi- 
dends on money actually invested with the 
12 per cent dividends paid where so little 
money was actually invested. Having 
made that comparison, they do not feel like 
worshiping Mr. Yerkes. They will leave 
that business to men of the Allerton stamp, 
who worship financia! success, no matter 
how obtained, and think earth’s million- 
aires are its gods. Whom does Mr. Allerton 
think the South-Siders should specially 
worship? Probably the directors of the 
South Side Street railroad company. : 


PHILADELPHIA’S GOOD EXAMPLE. 

In Philadeiphia the street railways pave 
from curb to curb all the streets they use. 
They are compelled to keep those streets 
paved and in perfect repair as jong as they 
use them. This is in addition to the regular 
car license and taxes levied upon them. 
The Philadelphia traction companies are 
glad to have the use of the streets on these 
terms, and they make fair profits from their 
business. Ten years ago the Quaker City 
was one of the worst paved cities in the 
United States; now it is one of the best, 
and the cost of the improvement has all 
been paid by the street railways. 

Nothing but the greed of the Chicago 
traction companies and the fatuous and 
shameful complaisance of our successive 
city governments has stood in the way of 
Chicago's enjoying the same magnificent 
improvement. Chicago street railway 
business is greater and more lucrative than 
that of Philadelphia, yet the money that 
should have gone to give Chicago clean and 
well paved streets, kept in constant repair, 
has been allowed to go to swell the heaped- 
up millions of Yerkes & Co. and their Wall 
street friends. : 

If Chicago had put into force this excel- 
lent Philadelphia system, the 700 miles of 
streets now used by the-traction companies, 
instead of being in a villainous condition, 
would be so many finely paved thorough- 
fares, The property on those streets, in- 
stead of being depreciated by the advent 
of the car lines, would be increased in value 
by many millions, But instead of having 
good streets at the expense of the traction 
companies Chicago has nothing—except the 
black record of boodle Counciis—and the 
companies are using the streets as if they 
owned them, makigg vast profits without 
contributing anything for their ma inte- 
nance, 

The fact that nearly a thousand miles of 
the streets of the greater Chicago have been 
‘turned over to the traction companies since 
the great fire of 1871, almost free of cost, 
is a colossal exhibit of shocking business 
folly. It is a shameful monument of rot- 
tenness on the part of successive city gov- 
ernments, Mayors, and Aldermen, What 
would be thought of the Board of Education 
if it had turned over to a private company 
or to a few individuals all the public school 
lands in this city since 1871, and given away 


-ethe free use of such lands until 1908 with- 


out any compensation to the city? And 
what would be said if the use of this school 
property were about to be further extended 


to the lessees for fifty years longer in re- 


reasonable dividends. 


school lands would be—improvident, profli- 
gate, and dishonest as it would be—it would 
nevertheless be a smal! matter compared 
to the surrendering for half a century as a 
free gift a thousand miles of Chicago's pub- 
lie thoroughfares. That is practicaily what 
Yerkes is demanding. Could anything be 
more striking than the contrast between 
this brazen and shameless demand and the 
actual existing situation in Philadelphia? 
Yet several of the chief capitalistic citizens 
of Philadelphia are stockholders and di- 
rectors of the Yerkes traction roads of 
North and West Chicago. They are willing 
to make a fair interest on their Philadelphia 
investments, where the city affairs are run 
on a business-like basis, and they are also 
willing to make double and triple their just 
dividends out of their Chicago investments, 
if the Chicagoans are so weak and foolish 
and negligent as to let themselves be robbed 
by the traction companies for the uext 
fifty years, as they have been for the last 
forty. | 

The time has ‘come for the people of Chi- 
cago to say whether they will consent to 
be duped and plundered longer, and whether 
they will continue to flounder through ex- 
ecrable streets or whether they will assert 
the plain business sense of Philadelphia 
and make the street. railways pay what 
their franchises are worth. Chicago can 
have as fine, clean, well paved and repaired 
streets as Philadelphia, all at the expense 
of the traction companies, and the com- 
panies will stil! have adequate profits and 
It is only a question 
of whether or not the businessmen and 
citizens of this city are going to throw up 
their hands and let themselves be robbed 
in open dayiight by the insatiable traction 
‘companies and by their bribed and hired 
tools in the City Council. : 


. THE MISTAKES OF SENATOR VEST. 
In the course of his quibbling sophistrivs 
in opposition to the annexation of the 
Philippines, while virtually conceding the 
power of the general government to ac- 
quire territory, Senator Vest assumes to 
“deny its power to acquire territory 
peopled with millions without their consent 
and with no intention of conferring upon 
them @tizenship.” It must have produced 
a novel feeling upon the Missouri Sen- 
ator to appear in the attitude of a champion 
of the universal rights of citizenship in 
face of the record of his party which for 
a generation resisted the conferring of 
citizenship upon several millions of the 
population of the United States: but, in 
order to be more explicit, he should have 
stated exactly how large the population 
of the annexed territory shonld be in order 
that the act may be constitutional. Should 
the number be limited to one man? to a 
thousand, or may it extend to 100,000? 
Was the treaty annexing Louisiana Ter- 
ritory unconstitutional because it was popu- 
lated by a million or twe of wild Indians, 
in spite of the agreement to concede to 
the white population a State government 
with admission into the union at some 
future time? What provision was made 
to secure the consent of the inhabitants 
of Florida to annexation when that region 
was purchased from Spain? Or, to come 
down toa later period, when was a plebiscite 
of the whites or Indians of California or 
New Mexico and the adjacent territory 
taken to determine whether they were de- 
sirous of being annexed to the union or 
not? And yet the oldest and—at the time it 
came into our possession—the most densely 
populated portion of our acquisitions from 
Mexico still remains under ‘a territori:l 
form of government more than fifty years 
after the event. 

Again, Mr. Vest should have explained 
whether the area annexed has anything 
to do with the constitutionality of the act. 
Should it be limited to a few thousand 
square miles, or may it extend to half a 
million, as in the case of Alaska and New 
Mexico, or to an amount equal to the area 
of the original union, as in the case of the 
annexation of Louisiana? And what pro- 
portion should the population bear to the 


with more than half a million square miles 
without Consulting its people was consti- 
tutiona! in 1848, why is not the annexation 
of the Philippities with their 114,000 square 
miles constitutional in 1898? 

But Mr. Vest draws the line at numbers 
and objects to the annexation of the Philip- 
pines because their seven or eight millions of 
inhabitants have not been consu'ted. How 
does he know that the Filipinos do not 
desire annexation? Who authorized him 
to speak for them? By their actions they 
have proved that they desired liberatiou 
from Spanish rule, and the more intelli- 
gent of their leaders have declared they 
desired either independence or annexation. 
Their. greatest fear was that they would 
be returned to Spain, and they have not 
declared in any official or united manner 
that they were opposed to becoming a de- 
pendency of the United States. Until they 
have done so, Mr. Vest has no authority to 
protest in their name against annexation. 

The fact is, Mr. Vest is a shriveled up 
Bourbon who has ceased to be an American 
in sympathy with the times in which he 
lives. and long ago lost the authority to ex- 
pound the constitution for patriotic Ameri- 
cans,

The word owners is used 
in the statute, and the learned Judge does not feel 
justified in extending its meaning #0 as to include 
tenants. as well as landlords. His opinion, how- 
ever, indicates that he thinks the congent of both 
should be required, because a tenant might deem 
the establishment of a liquor saloon in his im- 
mediate neighborhood a serious injury, not with- 
standing the acquiescence of the landlord, while 
on the other hand a landlord might think his 
property would be greatly harmed by the pres- 
ence of such a saloon, which his tenant regarded 
with indifference. As the law is now interpreted, 
however, the landlord—that is the owner of the 
dwelling-house within the 200 feet—has absolute 
control In the matter. 


The cutcome of this provision of the law, 
however, is that both the saloonkeepers and 
landlords voted solidly for the Democratic 
ticket in the State of New York at the 
recent election, and used their utmost ef- 
forts and tens of thousands of dollars to 
defeat Colonel Roosevelt for Governor, and 
did cut him down from over 100,000 
majority to less than 20,000 in the State, 
beating him 86,000 in the * Greater New 
York,” all because the members of the

If any further proof were needed of the 
total incapacity of the Cuban insurgent 
leaders for the work of setting up a govern- 
ment in the island, and of their inability to 
comprehend the first essentials of republic- 
an administration, it has been furnished in 
the declarations of General Portuendo, the 
President of the Cuban Assembly, so-called. 
This leader openly announces that the late 
insurgents will not accept the decision of 
a majority vote of the people of Cuba, as to 
the form of government to be established in 
the island, if such vote should fail to clothe 
said insurgents with the powers of adminis- 
The “free and tndependcnt gov- 
ernment’ they desire is the government of 
their own little clique, even if it shall be 
demonstrated that said clique can command, 
as it probably can, not a fourth part of the 
suffrages of the people. They have been 
fighting, then, not for a popular govern- 
ment as we understand it in the United 
States, but for the displacement of Spanish 


rule by the rule of a native oligarchy. Their 


only object in putting the Spaniards down 
Was to put themselves on top. The mass of 
the population, industrial, agricultural, com- 
mercial, and professional, has found no con- 
sideration in the plans of the Insurgents. 

-The last collapse of the oft-tried scheme 
for the establishment of a ** United States 
of Central America” affords a timely ob- 
ject lesson, again illustrating the total in- 
capacity of the Spanish-American people to 
comprehend the essence of republicanism or 
to unite in any lasting scheme of govern- 
meni. Left to their own devices by the 
withdrawal at this time of the American 
forces, the various factions in Cuba would 
quickly reduce the government of the island 
to chaos, and ijs industrial reconstru¢tion 
would be indefinitely postponed. 

Nor are the insurgents, or the native Cu- 
bans generally, to be blamed for their in- 
ability to comprehend the meaning of free 
government, or the self-restraint and re- 
speci for the rights of others which it im- 
poses upon them. They are what the Span- 
iards have made them, They deserve great 
credit and even admiration for the stubborn 
courage with which they have so long and 
persistently fought for liberation of Cuba 
from the S»vanish yoke. But neither the

the mative population have so long carried 
on, por the enforced submission of the ma- 
jority to Spanish oppression, has served 
as a school for preparing them for the or- 
derly duties of free citizens in a self-gov- 
erning commonwealth. 

The duty which is imposed upon the United 
States government is to reconcile these hos- 
tile factions.in a scheme of governmental 
reconstruction which shall embrace them 
all, and prepare them all to sink the partisan 
in the patriot and to take an intelligent part 
in the processes of self-government under 
a constitution and laws which guarantee 
the just rights of all. And one of the first 
things to be done is to enlist native troops 
as part of our regular army, trained and 
led hy American officers, to perform the gar- 
rison and police duties incident to the proba- 
tionary period of reconstruotion; and in the 
organization of such a force Spanish citi- 
zens of Cuba or Spanish soldiers intending 
to become citizens should have the same 
opportunity for-enlistment as the insurgent 
soldiers or other native Cubans. In this 
way the unruly elements of the insurgent 
forces, who would otherwise drift into a 
life of vagabondage, and perhaps of brigand- 
age, would be absorbed into our regular 
armv and subjected to the restraints of its 
discipline. Manual training schools should 
be established everywhere throughout the 
island. It may take time, but there is no 
reason to fear that eventually the Cubans 
will learn to be patient and thrifty workers 
and good citizens, fit to be intrusted with 
the responsibilities of self-government.—St.

Pelice Problems in Havana. 


The greatest trouble which ex-Superin- 
tendent of Police McCullagh of New York 
will encounter in policing Havana under the 
American system will be to find competent 
men to act as patrolmen. The old Guardia 
Seville and Orden Publico, with their 
machetes and pistols, never interfered with 
any minor wrongdoing. They were trained 
to look the other way for a silver dollar, 
and as long as there are no dead men found 
on their beats in the morning they are not 
complained of. They are sent on duty in 
pairs, and saunter around, smoking and 
drinking, until relieved. They seldom do 
more Ha settle a dispute between a for- 
eigner and a hackman, or between the keep- 
er of a shady resort and a customer. The 
reason of this is that pursuits and practices 
the New York police spend most of their 
time in suppressing have never been con- 
sidered against the law in Cuba. Gambling. 
cock fighting, and offenses against decency 
and morality, when not licensed, are ignored. 

Of a detective bureau chere is not even a 
decent nucleus. The Spanish secret police 
is merely a blackmailing bureau, except in 
its political work. ~ 

Havana has never been lawless in times 
of peace. There was the murderous Nanigo 
society, like a Chinese Highbinder Tong, but 
of ordinary tough gangs there is not a sam- 
ple. Petty thieving is about the extent of 
the Cuban city criminal’s eminence. Like 
all Latin folk, the Havanese do an enormous 
amount of talking before they fight. A 
brawl! seldom gets as far asa blow, soon the 
surface {t would not seem as if Mr. Mc- 
Cullagh’'s job were a hard one. 

Mr. McCullagh will have trouble getting a 
force that will do its work in spite of sleepy, 
hot weather, and that will understand that 
a tip does not give the tip giver the freedom 
of the town. 

If desperate criminals come up he will 
have to call on the soldiers, unless the rank 
and file as well as the Chief of the Havana 
police farce is imported, for it has never 
been considered part of a policeman’s work 
in Cuba to do anything dangerous.—New 
York Journal.

The people of Chicago have gone into 
t fight against Yerkesism in the, right 
spirit.

he wes not paid for hislabor. Corn makes a 
hot fire, is clean to handle, makes little 
litter and ashes, all of which commends it 
for use as & fuel, although {it does seem a 
pity lo see the mammoth yellow ears put into 
the stove, In fact, corn makes so intense a 
heat that it burns out the stoves in a short 
time. which ts its only drawback as a fuel 
A history of various kinds of fuel used by 
the settlers of this Western céuntry, where 
wood is unattainable and coal expensive 
would make a long story. In the first years 
hay was most generally burned by the pio- 
neers—hay “ twists." | 

These twists were’ made about the size of 
an ordinary vtick of stove wood. To make 
them rapidly and of the proper tightness to 
burn—if made too loose they flicker away 
and if too tight will not burn—is in iteci? 
quite an art, and one that once learned is 
never forgotten. Any old-timer will take a 
handful of long hay, give it a couple of turns 


as they would burn half an hour without re. 
filling, were somewhat of an improvement 
on the twist. |

the hay or straw, or other material, to burn 
im the boilers.

is again recommended by General Miles, 
The Army and Navy Journal asserts that by 
following the European method ‘we coul@ 
quickly raise an army of 100,000 men with. 
out the addition of a single line officer ang 
probably without an increase in the staff 
officers if properly organized.
